for the treasured video 
to be returned after it 
went missing from 
Snap Happy in Mus¬ 
well Hill Broadway. 

It contains priceless 
scenes of emotional 
moments Nickie, 36, 
spent with her mother 
Tricia Farrington at 
the couple’s wedding 
in 2006 - just months before the shock of her 
mother’s breast cancer diagnosis. 

The video took on an even more poignant sig¬ 
nificance following Mrs Farrington’s death last 
year, but after the couple took it to the shop to 
be made into a DVD, it disappeared. 

Nickie told the Advertiser: “It’s devastating 
because it’s the last image I have of my mother 
when she was happy and well. 

“After that, she had to wear a wig and so on - 
she was never really my mum after that. The 
video shows us cutting the cake, our first dance 
as a married couple and a dance with my mother 
to Michael Jackson’s Blame It On The Boogie. 

“I have vivid images in my mind, but that’s not 
the same. My mother was my best friend and a 
sister rolled into one - she was everything to 
me. If someone has been given the video by 
accident, I hope they will come forward.” 


The footage of the wedding in Chesham, 
Buckinghamshire, would also have given the 
couple’s two-year-old daughter Jessica a lasting 
reminder of her grandmother who bravely bat¬ 
tled the disease for three years. 

Distraught Nickie and economist husband 
Richard hope staff at Snap Happy may yet 
unearth the tape, but are holding out little hope. 
“If it doesn’t turn up, I’ll contact all my friends 
to ask them to send through anything they have 
of the later part of the evening,” said Nickie. 

Snap Happy owner Paul Hyam said he and his 
colleagues had “tried everything” to trace the 
missing tape. “We think it’s gone out to another 
customer by mistake,” he said. “We’ve tried to 
contact one particular customer but he has been 
unavailable. I’ve spoken to the couple several 
times to express our sympathy.”

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A PAIR of skyscrapers could soon 
be towering over Finsbury Park 
station as part of a scheme to 
transform the area. 

In a project so big it will require 
the approval of Boris Johnson, 355 
flats, shops and offices will also be 
created on the City North site. 
Under plans, the area between 
Finsbury Park station and Fonthill 
Road will be bulldozed to make 
way for two 21-storey skyscrapers 
which will loom 106 metres high. 

The project has been five years 
in development and is the brain¬ 
child of Jack Morris, chairman of 
a family firm from Islington which 
built the Business Design Centre 
in Upper Street in the 1980s. 


Terry Stacy, Islington Council 
leader, welcomed the project 
which received approval last week. 
He said: “It’s the largest regenera¬ 
tion project in Islington since the 
Emirates and long overdue. The 
company has a long history going 
back generations in Islington and 
they have invested millions in the 
borough creating hundreds, if not 
thousands, of jobs.” 

The Commission for Architecture 
and the Built Environment has 
welcomed the scheme as “elegant”, 
with a spokesman adding: “We 
believe the scheme has been 
considered carefully from the large 
urban form to detailed aspects of 
the elevations and plans.” 


‘Dob in your 
dealer before 
M-cat’s ban’ 

Appeal for mephedrone suppliers

TRADING standards officers in 
Haringey have asked for information 
about anyone selling the drug 
mephedrone in the build-up to its 
formal ban on Friday. 

They are urging residents to tell 
them about any unscrupulous traders 
selling the dangerous substance, also 
known as meow meow, M-cat, 
4MMC and bubbles. Mephedrone is 
set to be outlawed by the government 
and given a Class-B rating in light of 
its health risks, including palpitations. 

It typically comes in the form of a 
white powder and, while it can be 
considered illegal to sell, supply or 
advertise it for human consumption, 
it is not currently illegal under the 
Misuse Of Drugs Act. 

Unscrupulous traders have been 
supplying mephedrone as a legal 
high by labelling it as plant food or 
bath salt to bypass restrictions on 
products for human consumption. It 
has similar effects to amphetamines 
and ecstasy. 


Officers have already visited 
premises in Haringey which they 
believed could be selling meph¬ 
edrone but none were found to be 
stocking the drug. 

Sergeant David Williams, of Fortis 
Green safer neighbourhood team, 
told the Advertiser he dealt with one 
teenager on the drug in recent 
months. He said: “This guy was 
completely out of it - we thought he 
was on crack. 

“Looking at him, it was difficult to 
work out whether we needed to take 
him to hospital or to the mental 
health unit. He was out on the street 
and very unsteady on his feet.” 

Any residents who know of shops 
or traders selling mephedrone before 
the ban should call Haringey Council 
on 020 8489 1000 or tell their local 
Safer Neighbourhood team follow¬ 
ing the ban. 

On Saturday, mephedrone will for¬ 
mally become a controlled drug and 
enforcement of its ban will become 
the responsibility of the police.

Four stabbed after 
football in the park 
turns to bloody row

FOUR men playing football in Finsbury 
Park were stabbed on Friday evening 
after an argument about a ball escalated 
into a bloody row. 

A group of Somalian men, aged in 
their late teens to early twenties, were 
playing football in the park on the area 
of grass running alongside Seven Sisters 
Road at about 6.30pm when a fist fight 
broke out between two teams. Police 
describe the second group of men as pre¬ 
dominantly West Indian males, 

A third group, of about 15 black men 
in their mid to late teens, appeared from 
further inside the park on foot and bikes 
and rushed to join in the fight. Four of 
them were seen brandishing knives. 


During the violent scuffle, four of the 
men playing football were stabbed. A 
23-year-old was stabbed in the shoulder, 
a 22-year-old in the stomach, a 21-year- 
old in the arm and a 20-year-old 
received a knife wound to the thigh. 
They were all taken to hospital and have 
since been discharged. 

The suspects are thought to have fled 
towards the cafe near the boating lake 
inside the park. 

Detective Sergeant Simon Jones, of 
Haringey CID, said: “It appears that a 
seemingly trivial incident has escalated 
to the point at which four men have been 
stabbed. We’d like to speak to any of 
those involved in the initial altercation, 
as they may have information that could 
assist our enquiries. The incident is 


bound to have drawn the attention of 
other people in the area and we are keen 
to hear from anyone that may have seen 
any part of what happened.” 

Safer Neighbourhood Chief Inspector 
Jon Williams added: “We treat all vio¬ 
lent incidents extremely seriously and 
will be committing resources to provide 
a police presence and reassurance in the 
park this Friday, as we did last Friday 
following the incident.” 

Four males aged between 14 and 20 
have been arrested in connection with 
the fight and bailed until July pending 
further enquiries.

Woman arrested after gun and ammunition raid 


A HANDGUN and more than 300 
rounds of ammunition were found at 
a property in Tottenham last week 
during an operation by Met Police 
officers. 

Acting on intelligence, officers from 
the Serious and Organised Crime 
Command swooped on the house in 
South Tottenham at 5.30pm on 
Wednesday under a search warrant. 

A bag was found stashed in the 
kitchen which contained a Deringer 


handgun as well as ammunition of 
various calibres. More than 100 
rounds in the bag were suitable for 
the gun found. 

A 19-year-old woman was arrested 
at the address and taken to a police 
station in south London for 
further questioning. 

Tests are being done to cross- 
reference the weapon with those 
listed on the National Ballistics 
Intelligence Service and to find out 


whether it has been used in any 
previous crimes. 

Detective Chief Inspector Peter 
Beyer, of the Serious and Organised 
Crime Command, said: “The 
Metropolitan Police Service takes all 
intelligence concerning firearms 
extremely seriously and where 
appropriate officers will act to make 
sure weapons, and those responsible 
for owning and distributing them, 
are taken off the streets.”

A n electrician

I’ve done some volunteering at 
a children’s centre and lots of the kids came 
up to speak to me. That gave me a real incen¬ 
tive so I decided to go down that route. 

“I think there should be more men in child 
care. Little boys and girls need both men and 
women as role models. It would mean I have 
work for life.” 

But things have not always run so smoothly. 

Carl’s daughter went through a stage of 
refusing to speak which concerned her teach¬ 
ers and had to be corrected. She is now very 
talkative and a committed “girly girl” 
although her father prefers to keep her in 
jeans so she can run around the park. And 
Devante is a “boisterous boy” who loves his 
football and is doing well at school, despite 
being reluctant to let Carl leave in the morn¬ 
ings when he first started. 

Carl attributes part of the family’s success 
to their local Sure Start Children’s Centre in 
Adams Road, Broadwater Farm. He described 
his first visit as a “turning point” in bringing 
the trio together and paid tribute to its 
“friendly and helpful” staff who helped him 
through the harder times. 

As well as running groups for single dads, 
which Carl attends regularly, the centre offers 
practical advice on parenting - from breast¬ 
feeding support to advice on jobs and training 
- and also organises family-focused events 
and activities. There are now more than 3,300 
centres in England which help more than 2.4 
million children under five and their families.

Lemon Itee zest is best 
for Greek taste sensation

FIVE years ago we pro¬ 
claimed that, “It’s good to 
go Greek”. 

We had just encountered 
some of the Tree’s prize-win¬ 
ning kebabs and were eager 
to add our voices to the cho¬ 
rus of approval. 

Bizarrely, we haven’t been 
back since, but happened to 
pass the humble-looking 
eatery the other day, were 
pleased to see it still open (an 
increasingly rare event in this 
current climate) and decided 
on a luncheon pronto. 

Not a lot has changed in 
the basic, no-frills exterior - 
it does most of its business 
through takeaways - but the 
welcome was warm, the 
menu was cheap, and for 
three hungry birds, who 
could ask for anything more? 

“Well, good grub”, as one 
of our party was quick to 
point out! And good grub 
was exactly what we enjoyed 
over a very pleasant hour’s 



break from the daily grind. 

Warm pitta bread - an 
essential - was quickly 
brought out along with olives 
followed by taramasalata 
(“sharp and not too fishy”) 
and houmous in good-sized 
portions at £2.50 each. 

Sound start followed by an 
enjoyable few minutes of 
banter and a quick tour of the 
rest of the menu which 
included lovely little cuttlefish 
for just a tenner or, for the 
more aquatically adventur¬ 
ous, a whole octopus (£20). 

But traditional grub was 
what we were here for and 
opted for the moussaka (£9), 
lamb kebab (£10) and the 
famous sheftalia (£9.50). 

Interestingly, Gourmet Gan- 
net pronounced the mous¬ 


saka, “More Bulgarian than 
Greek, as it contains more 
potatoes than normal”, but 
he did enjoy the herby taste. 

My lamb kebab featured 
tender diced cubes of lamb 
bursting with flavour - chiefly 
the oregano - and came with 
lots of rice and salad. 

But the exceptional dish 
was definitely Gargantuan 
Gannet’s sheftalia which was 
mince of pork mixed lovingly 
with onion, salt and pepper 
and cinnamon, and carefully 
wrapped in a lining. 

Indeed, the Lemon Tree 
could easily make a business 
of just selling the sheftalia 
which explodes on the palate 
like a taste hand grenade, 
blowing away lesser 
crepinettes with ease. 

What’s more you can also 
enjoy it as a cheap takeaway 
option in pitta bread. 

It certainly won’t be five 
years before we return again.

THE poster of beautiful youths; the 
fact Ricky Gervais has been spend¬ 
ing more and more time in the 
States; the name, for crying out 
loud. 

Everything points to the fact this 
would be an American brat pack 
comedy written/directed/starring 
Gervais about vampires or some¬ 
thing terribly in vogue. 

The fact it opens on a very Eng¬ 
lish country scene and is set in the 
early 1970s in the hamlet called 
Cemetery Junction near Reading 
wrong-footed me from the start - 
and was all the better for it. 

Following his last boring Holly¬ 
wood blockbuster, The Invention Of 
Lying, I was getting a bit sick of Ger¬ 
vais playing himself, playing us. 

But perhaps teaming up with his 
former The Office/Extras buddy 
Stephen Merchant has reminded 
him and us that he used to be a very 
funny man indeed. 

It’s not perfect: directing it as well 
as writing was a step too far for the 
duo, and an independent eye could 
have reined in the less funny stuff, 
the stereotypes and the melodrama. 
But it is rather endearing in a nos¬ 


talgic, kitchen sink kind of way, rem¬ 
iniscent of British films such as Billy 
Liar or That Sinking Feeling. 

The fact Gervais only makes 
fleeting appearances as a fat dad 
(his funniest turn in a while) is also 
to its benefit. 

Twenty-something Freddie 
(Cooke) has left behind his factory 
mates to sell life assurance for Mr 
Kendrick (Fiennes). But he still can’t 
resist hanging out with best friends 
Bruce (Hughes) and Snork (Jack 
Doolan) who like nothing better than 


smoking, drinking and - in Bruce’s 
case-fighting. Caught between the 
appeal of escaping his working- 
class background, the lovely Julie 
(Felicity Jones), and his Cemetery 
Junction comrades, Freddie has a 
few tough calls to make. 

Comedy and drama can be awk¬ 
ward bedfellows, but this just about 
pulls it off - helped in no small part 
by a cracking cast led by the hand¬ 
some Tom Hughes, who has that holy 
grail of acting in spades - presence.

Novel idea has its 
Hans way too full 



JONATHAN LOVETT reviews 
Andersen’s English at the 
Hampstead Theatre 


BEFORE the play my friend was 
providing some interesting titbits 
about Hans Christian Andersen. 

Apparently, the famous children’s 
author liked men as well as women 
and The Ugly Duckling was a 
riposte to conventional, heterosex¬ 
ual society. What she failed to tell 
me was that he was black. 

Out Of Joint’s decision to have 
a black actor (Danny Sapani) 
play Andersen is an interesting 
choice that emphasises the 
author’s ‘otherness’ in middle- 
class England in the 1840s which 
he visited on a pilgrimage to his 
hero, Charles Dickens. 

Tolerated and patronised by the 
large Dickens family - to be fair, 
Andersen’s English was inept, he 
cried at most opportunities and 
he did outstay his welcome - 
we quickly forget about his 
eccentricities and colour to focus 
instead on the far more damaging 
fissures inherent in the family 
headed by a bullying father who 
has fallen out of love with his wife 
long ago. 


More Chekhov and Jane Austen 
in mood, Sebastian Barry’s elegant 
play about a meeting which most 
of us would know nothing about is 
enjoyable on one level without ever 
taking off - unlike the stories of 
Dickens or Andersen. 

Surprisingly, in the company of 
two literary giants, we are also 
deprived of any insight into the 


writing process as Barry seems 
content to focus on the domestic 
arrangements of the Dickens’ 
household and its increasingly irri¬ 
tating guest. 

Still, there is characteristically flu¬ 
ent direction from Max Stafford 
Clark while Sapani as the childish 
Andersen leads a fine ensemble.

Striker backs Spurs to put FA 
Cup misery behind them with 
win over bitter rivals Arsenal

TOTTENHAM striker Peter Crouch is 
confident that Spurs can put their FA 
Cup semi-final disappointment behind 
them tonight as they gear up to face 
north London rivals Arsenal.
